Extremely interesting and valuable ; no other such example being 
known of the art of calligraphy and decoration as practised in Scotland 
in the thirteenth century. 

The ownership is revealed in a note written on the blank reverse of 
the last leaf of Yol. I. It is Liber sce Marie pe dulci corde qui alien- 
auerit anathema sit. These words are in a hand of about the year 
1300. 

The first fourteen leaves of the first volume are in a different 
handwriting from that which appears in nearly the whole of the three 
volumes. The latter is a fine and regular calligraphy, the former is 
ugly. In the same ugly hand are written various corrections here and 
there; and some entire pages in Numbers ; so that it is clear the inferior 
penman was a personage in some authority over the regular scribe, 
and that he revised his work. The order of the books is : Pentateuch, 

Joshua, Judges, Ruth, Four Books of Kings, Two Books of Chronicles, 

Four Books of Esdras, Tobit, Judith, Esther. New Testament: 

Gospels, Paurs Epistles, Canonical Epistles (James, Peter, John, Jude), 

Acts, and Apocalypse. Thus it will be observed that there must have 
been originally another volume between the second and third, contain¬ 
ing Job, the Psalms, etc. There are a few small deficiencies even in the 
three that remain. The last leaf of Judges and the first of Ruth are 
lacking, as well as three or four leaves in Paul’s Epistles. Otherwise 
the MS. is one of singular completeness, with its arguments, capitula, 
and prefaces. 

There are several interesting inscriptions, besides the one already 
mentioned. On the blank page at the end of Yol. II, we find written: 

“Edwardus dei gratia Rex Anglie Dominus Hibn. Dux Aquit. vie* 

Ebor\ This is of Edward I’s time, and must have been written in 
1299 or 1300. On leaf 405 of Yol. I, there are some rhymes (beginning 
“Qui non assuescit virtuti dum juvenescit”), signed by “Johannes 
Mareschallus de Molynes (?) Rector Ecclesie de Gardyno,” and on the 
page opposite “Johannes Brun (?) de Dulci Corde.” These are of the 
fourteenth century. On leaf 324 of the same volume, are these lines 
(written about 1380) upon the Nine Worthies : 

Ector, Alexander, Julius, Josue, David, Machabeus, 

Arthurus, Carulus, et postremus Godofrydus— 

Robertas rex Scotorum denus est in numero meliorum. 

On 243 of Yol. II is written “ N. de S. Niniano,” also about 1380. 

On leaf 441 of the same volume are the words (written about 1400), 

“ God gyd my w* y* I anis my* and com to the port.” Of the same 
age is a memorandum on the last blank page of the second volume, in 
bad Latin, “ Jacobus dei gratia Rex Scotorum venerabili in Xpo pri. 

Edwardus (?) permissione divina episcopus Candide Case salntem; ” 
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and also “In mundo vivamus corde jucundo.” Still earlier is an 
indistinct signature (?) “ Bolermouan (r).” Some other writings are 
incomprehensible, including one which begins “ Si sapiens fore vis.” 

Some of the miniatures, especially in Yol. Ill, are very fine ; but 
in general, although the figured initials belong to the Anglo-French 
school of the thirteenth century in style and colour, the artistic work 
is inferior to that of France and England. On the first page of Genesis, 
there is a picture in the lower margin of a heavily antlered stag 
scratching his eye with one of his hind feet. This is a little gem, 
remarkable both for its conception and its perfect execution. The long 
I with miniatures in compartments which forms a full-length border 
on the left of that page, is finished below with a knob or bunch of 
interlacing lines, and at the top is prolonged to the right with a design 
of two nondescripts fighting, one with sword, one with lance, the 
sworded figure wearing a conical helmet. The writing is bold and 
fine like the English hand of about 1250, but there are occasional 
peculiarities that strike the eye. The capital E is very like capital L.

One of the most interesting of the Stuart relics; a book of the 
utmost value as a rarity of old Scottish literature, apart entirely from 
the royal associations which stamp it as a stray gem from the Regalia 
of Scotland. 

The sides are gilt, first with a broad outer border of the character 
of ornamental metal work [in Italian manner) ; then with quadrant 
comerpieces of similar style ; next with detached roses and stars, etc.; 
and finally with a lozange centrepiece of double framework. Of this, 
the inner frame consists of a row of gold Italian ornaments outlined in 
blind-tooling ; the outer line is flanked with gold curves. A circular 
ornament in the middle of the lozange ; above it I | ACO | BYS, and 
under it QYIN | TVS. On the lower cover the words are REX (and 
then an ornament) SCOTO | RVM (and then a medallion of Dido). 

There are metal comerpieces and clasps. The book was rebacked 
about 1720. It has, inside the cover, the bookplate (engraved in the 
last century) of the Duke of Hamilton. 

The King’s autograph on the title of the book is J. R. with 
flourishes. A little below is the word “Pax.” 

The binding is purely Scottish, although the tools for doing it, 
must have been procured in France, or from Italy through Franco.

Sir W. Scott, in writing of this work, says “ Franck’s contests with the salmon are 
painted to the life, and his directions to anglers in that noble branch of the art, which 
exceeds all other uses of the angling rod as much as fox hunting exceeds hare hunting, 
are generally given with great judgment.” 

The work is also of interest on account of the vituperative spleen with which 
Franck attacks Walton. Referring to him as a “ scribbling putationer, deficient in 
Practicks and indigent in the lineal and Plain Tracts of Experience ; yet so fortified 
with Confidence and Ignorance, enough 1 declare to make an Artist blush, if only but 
to hear them (i t . Walton & Cotton) assert, that from one River in a Nation, all the rest 
may be nationally understood ; which preposterous impertinent opinion, if I should not 
publickly oppose, it would seem to confirm and assign me a Confederate with the Root 
and Rabble so ignorantly opinionated.”

Lethington is praised as a useful minister to be dispatched to Queen Elizabeth for the 
purpose of arranging a conference between the two Queens to discuss the subject of the 
Scottish form of Religion, and the question of Mary's marriage, which her subjects 
were pressing for. On the latter point Secretary Cicil, the Earl of Pembourg, and the 
Lord Robert Doudlie were to be consulted. The position of Elizabeth is defined as 
safe, and the rights of Mary as her heiress are treated as legally valid, but it was also 
thought best that Elizabeth should pass an act to establish the succession.

The Master Masons to the Crown of Scotland, just published in Edinburgh, 
gives a detailed account of the history of the construction and erection of the Royal 
Castles and Palaces of the House of Stuart, introducing a great deal of original infor¬ 
mation from ancient documents. As the Athenaeum has observed: — “A special 
feature is the publication, for the first time, of the original drawings of Robert 
Mylne, Master Mason to Charles II, for the rebuilding of Holyrood Palace. The 
architectural history of many churches, bridges, and crosses in Scotland is also 
illustrated, and the history of the Master Masons and their descendants is carried 
down to the death, in 1811, of another Robert Mylne, the architect of Blackfriars’ 

Bridge in 1760.” 

The book is profusely illustrated, and some of the plates are of very high artistic 
merit, worthy of a place in the library of connoisseurs. We may mention the repro¬ 
duction of Piranesis engraving of Blackfriars* Bridge and the portrait of It. Mylne 
by Evangeliste, of Paris. The plan showing what Charles I wished to build at 
Holyrood is of great historic interest. Amongst the original supporters we find 
the names of the Queen and the Pope, the Duke of Argyll, and the Bishop of Oxford. 

A distinguished historian observes:—“ I find it a charming bouquet cf things in¬ 
structive and delightful. The picture (p. 230) of the trades at work in harmony 
—doing their portions side by side—Master Mason putting his hand to it with 
the rest,—gives us the clue to the failure of much of our modern work.” 

The full translation of the Dunkeld Bridge Account from the original Latin 
MS. of a.d. 1513, found in the second chapter, will prove of great interest to 
antiquaries, as well as the detailed accounts for building the present Palace of 
Holyrood. The map of Edinburgh in 1544 will be a novelty to most readers, as 
well as the view of the old fortress on Inchgarvie Rock, now occupied by a pier 
of the Forth Bridge.

These (Rictish) inscriptions (which include the celebrated Newton stone) range 
from about the 7th to the late 11th cent. Owing mainly to their phonetic spelling 
and to nearly all of them being in the peculiar Ogam alphabet, they were 
completely unsolved till Air. Nicholson wrote a series of letters on them in the 
Academy . A revised reprint of these letters is included in the volume, which 
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also contains a classified conspectus of the inscriptions, an exhaustive glossary to 
them, an essay on their ages, and a palaeographical description. 

The volume settles for ever the vexed questions as to what kind of language the 
Piets spoke, and whether Highland Gaelic is or is not a dialect derived from the 
Scots. It proves that Pictish was nothing more or less than ancient Highland Gaelic, 
and that consequently the latter is not a mere offshoot of mediaeval Irish. 

With two exceptions (found in Orkney and Shetland, and sepulchral), all the inscrip¬ 
tions relate to the boundaries of property, the stones on which they are cut being 
march-stones. And this property sometimes belonged to, or was held uuder, a 
monastic foundation. The names of families and individuals which are found 
in them are often very curious.

On the upper cover, under the transparent surface of the vellum, we see the united 
escutcheons of Percy and Burrell (representing Algernon Baron Lovaine, after he had 
become in 1790, the first Earl of Beverley), illuminated in gold, silver, and colours ; on 
the lower cover, a pretty drawing in Indian ink after Angelica Kaufman’s design, repre¬ 
senting the Mother of the Gracchi and her iewels. On the edges under the gilding there 
is a beautiful painted landscape of the Earl’s mansion, with the park and lands around it. 

Edwards of Halifax usually gets the credit of this kind of work, but I believe 
that this volume was bound in London about 1800, for Miss Emily Elizabeth Burrell to 
present to her cousin Isabella Susanna Countess of Beverley. On the flyleaf a card 
with the following lines in neat calligraphy, is fastened within a border, black, silver, 
and gold, painted on the leaf:— 

Tis yours this Token to improve 
Its Worth depends on you : 

A Trifle, if you do not love, 

A Treasure if you do. 

E. E. B. 

This is (for its painted sides) one of the finest bindings of the kind in existence. 

It is said that there is none of equal beauty in the British Museum.

At the corners of the inner fillets, on the sides, we find the monogram composed of 
I E in their printed forms, in each place within a wreath ; and in the middle an oval 
bearing Evelyn’s arms. On the back, the panels contain alternately, the wreath and 
monogram, and the griffin crest. 

These two little volumes had probably been school-books of John Evelyn, and the 
exquisite binding which he gave them about 1665, marks his affection for them. They 
were perhaps the first books of his library. On the Orseus, he has written a note, 

“Catalogo J Evelyni inscriptus. Meliora retinete.” On the flyleaf of the other 
he wrote, but struck out afterwards, “ In archiv. vitr.”, which presumably means in the 
glass ease. Although the two books were perhaps bound in Paris, they stand here as 
representing a great Englishman’s library.

The King’s interest in the book and its subject is probably represented by a MS. 
map of the British Islands and the adjoining continental coasts in which the outlines 
are drawn differently from those of the two maps in the printed volume, and the local 
divisions and names are given correctly in English, with a scale in English miles below. 

This map is inserted at the beginning, and on the back of it Sir Walter Mildmay 
records (in Greek) the presentation of the book to him by James Crewe or Cruse. 

This edition contains the two noted maps which interest Americans—the one 
“ Orhis typus vniversalis . . 1522. L. F ”, the other the map of the Atlantic, with the 
inscription of the discovery by Columbus on its western coast. 

Henry VIII probably ordered the book from Strassburg in 1525-26, had it bound 
for him by John Reynes soon afterwards, and may have retained it till his death in 1547. 

Then for a few years James Crewe or Cruse possessed it till in 1556 he gave it to Sir 
Walter Mildmay, from whom it passed into the library of the Earl of Westmoreland. 

Henry Prince of Wales (1594-1612):

At the end of the Psalter there is an inscription which says “ Do Jacobo Hungerfordo 
meum amictum si contingat eum presbyterari, aliter erit liber domini Willelmi de 
Areton. Sic quod non vendatur sed transeat inter cognatos meos. Si fucrint aliqui 
inventi, sin autem ab uno presbytero ad alium.” This is quite clear in spite of its rusty 
Latin and its confusion between amictus and liber. This was written about 1480.

This is the Royal code of Laws, drawn np in Norman French, and kuown to 
lawyers as “ The Britton.” It is the first collection of the Laws of England nndcr the 
Norman kings. John Le Breton, Bishop of Hereford, and Chancellor of the Kingdom, 
has been regarded as the compiler, but a doubt is thrown upon the matter by the fact 
that he died in 1275, and that the book contains some decrees of later date than that. 
It appears to some extent to be drawn from Bracton's Latin work on the laws and 
customs of England, but there is not sufficient ground to identify it with Bracton, and 
the entire contents are arranged as the royal decrees of Edward I. It may have been the 
compilation of the Bishop made between 1272 and 1275, augmented by a later hand. 
There is really not much of Bracton’s matter in it, and Bracton (who died in 1268) 
was a scientific jurist, not likely to have written in French. 

The last three flyleaves of the binding consist of contemporary Music on a staff of 
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fire lines with notes chiefly triangular in shape. The firet seems to be a saintly legend 
in mingled Latin and French ana begins thas :
